“Afier nineteen years had elapsed since his 
Hischaree from the army, a pension is claimed for 
him vpeu the very shadowy allegation of the in- 
currence of rheumatism while in tne Service, 
fqupicd with the startling proposition that this 
theumetism resulted just previous to his applica- 
dion in blindness. Upon a medfcal examination 
Zt appeared that his blindness was caused by 
gemaurosis which is generally accepted as 
an aficction of optic nerve. I am satigfied thata 
fair examination of the facts in this case justifies 
ihe statement that the bill under consideration 
Can rest only upon the grounds that aid should be 
furnished to this ex-soldier, because he served in 
ihe army and because he a long time thereafter 
became blind, disabled and dependent. None of 
ms aiecntitied to credit for extreme tenderness 
and consideration towards those who fought their 
country’s battles. These are sentiments common 
io all good citizens. They lead toa most benevo- 
Jeut care on the part of the government and deeds 
of charity and mercy in private life. The blatant 
and nowy self assertion of those who,

THE VE-FOES IN THE HOUSE. 


Debate on a Pension Bill ia the House—The 
General Deficiency Bill, 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—In the house Mr. 
Taulbee, of Kentucky, called up the report 
from the committee on invalid pensions upon 
the veto message of the president on the bill 
granting a pension to Carter W. Tiller. He 
disavowcd any purpose of criticising the presi- 
dent in the exercise of his constitutional 
right, or of raising any war on his methods 
or style in the veto of pension bills, He 
then proceeded to state the facts in the case, to 
show thatthe president was acting under 
misapprehension when he based his views on 
the ground that claimant was not dependent 
on his son, on whose account the pension is 
claimed, for support. He also quoted from 
affidavits to show that while it was true the 
son was borne on the rollsas a deserter, he 
was at the time that charge was made agaiust 
him confined asa prisoner at Andersonville 
prison. He admitted that the president had 
acted honestly upon the facts before hin, bat 
since the veto additional facts had come to 
light showing young Tiller’s hospital record at 
Andersonville. 

Mr. Warner, of Missouri, inquired whether 
those additional records had not been acces si- 
ble to the president. 

Mr. Taulbee replied that the records were 
accessible to anybody who would take the 
trouble vo go to the war department and search 
over the musty prison records of the confed- 
eracy, but the president had acted on the 
written statement of the adjutant-general, 
that there was no such record found in his 
office. Subsequent to the veto the record was 
found, but the veto could not be withdrawn. 

Mr. Beach, of New York, suggested that it 
would not be proper for the house to over-ride 
a veto on the strength of facts which the pres- 
ident did not have before him at the time he 
withheld his approval from the bill. The 
peepee thing to do was to introduce a new bill, 

r, Mateon moved that further concidera- 
tion of the matter be postponed until Friday 
next, and for a few moments there was much 
confusion in the hall, Messrs. Matson end 
Willis vainly endeavoring to state reasons 
why they desired po’'tponement and the re- 
publicans demanding immediats action. 

The motion to postpone was agreed to—yeas 
117, nays 115. 

The morning hour having been dispensed 
with, the house went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Hammond in the chair,) on the 
general deficiency appropriation bill. 

The end of the bill havinz hetn reached, the 
committee, in accordance with previous ar- 
rangement reverted toparagraphs relative to 
the state department, | 

Mr. Cannon offered an amendment appropri- 
ating £37,608 to meet deficiencies in the sala- 
ries of minister and charges d’affaires. Agreed 
to.> 

On motion of Mr. Belmont, an appropriation 
to supply deficiencies in the contingent ex- 
penses of consulates for the year 1886 was in- 
creased from $22,090 to $40,000 and for the 
years 1584 and 1885. 

On wotionof Mr. Belmont, amendments 
were adopted appropriating various small sums 
to meet special deficienciesin the consular 
service. 

The committce then rose and reported the 
bill to the. house. 

The first vote was taken on the amendment 
forthe payment of the Old Colony and Pa- 
cific Mail steamship companies, for transpor- 
tation of marines in 1885. , 

It was agreed to. Yeas, 117; nays, 93. 

Pending further action, the house, at 5:10, 
adjourned. 


THE RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


The Senate Considers Amendments to the 
Bill—A Point of Order, 

WASHINGTON, July 6,—The senate took up 
the bill to secure to the Cherokee freedmen 
and others their proportion of certain proceeds 
of lands. : 

Mr. Ingalls, from the committee on Indian 
affairs, reported a sabstitute for this bill. It 
appropriates $75,000 for the purpose and di- 
rects how the the amount shall be distributed, 

The substitute agreed to and the bill passed. 

The senate then proceeded to consider 
amendments to the river and harbor bill. 

The first amendment that was questioned 
was the item appropriating $150,000 for the 
purchase of the Sturgeon Bay and Michigan 
ship canal and the harbor of Refuge. 

Mr. Ingalls made the point of order that the 
paragraph was new legislation. This was not 
a billto buycanals. It was general legislation 
not connected with the bill. 

The chair overrulcd the point of order, hold- 
ing that as the amendment was reported by a 
standing committee (commerce), and in pur- 
suance of an estimate of the head of the war 
department, it was in order. 

Mr. Edmunds made a statement that this 
was a commercial transaction and had nothing 
to do with the grand scope of this bill, which 
was for :mproving 1.vers and harbors. It was, 
therefore, irreleyant. 

The chair submitted the question of relev- 
ancy tothe senate and the amendment was 
decided to be relevantand in order, Yeas 31, 
nays 9, 

The amendment was discussed until 5:40 
o'clock, without being disposed of. 

The senate went into executive session, and 
afterwards adjourned. _ 


’ THE COMMITTEES’ WORK. 


An Adverse Report to Be Made On the Ran- 
daliTarif® Bill—Other Business. 


WASHINGTON, July 6,--The. ways and means 
committee today ordered an adverse report to 
be made on the Randall tariff bill. Mr. Kel- 
ley moved to strike out all but the admunis- 
tration features of the bill (the Hewitt pro: 
visions) but this motion was lost, although 
Mr. Hewitt voted with the republicans. 
Messrs. Reed and Hiscock were absent. A 
motion was them madeto report the entire 
bill adversely, and upon the roll being called, 
all ofthe democrats voted in the affirmative, 
carrying the motion, The republicam mem- 
bers abctained from voting on the ground that 
the bill contained meritorious features, along 
with the objectionable provisions, which 
could not be disassociated under the motion. 

Mr. Morrison will prepare adverse report 
onthe bill while the republicans will not 
make a a report. 

The committee also authorized Mr. Breck» 
enridge, of Kentucky, to report adversely, 
Mr. Findley’s resolution declaring it to 
the sense of the house that the revenue tax on 
tobacce should be removed,

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SAVANNAH AS A PORT. 


A Splendid Showing Made by Senator Brown 
For Savannah Harbor, 

WasnHineton, July 6. ]—Senator 
Brown's success in obtaining an increase 
of $75,000 for the harbor of Savannah over the 
figures fixed in the river and harbor bill by the 
house was the reault of the most persistent ef- 
fortand a thorough study of the situatien. 
The house had fixed this appropriation at 
‘ $125,000, though the engineer’s estimate had 
aeked for $200,000. This amount was imper- 
atively demanded because the failure of the 
river and harbor bill last. year had left the 
work at Savannah to a large degree unprotect- 
ed. Further delayin its prosecution would 
have resulted in serious damage. 
After inducing the senate com- 
mitteo to  inorease the Savannah 
item from $125,000 to$175,000, Senator Brown 
was not satisfied, but prepared an appeal to the 
senate for $25,000 more, so as to make the full 
amount asked by the engineers in charge of 
the work, In the preparation of h‘s plea for 
Savanrab, Senator 3 
its importance.as a port which could not fail to 
attracé the favorable consideration of the 
senate. He proved conclusively that Savan- 
nah received comparatively far less considera- 
tion in the river and harbor bill than any 
other southern port, His figures make a sur- 
prisingly strong cage for Savannah. The total 
commerce of that port for the year 1884, the 
last year for which the figures are attainable, 
was $51,630,618. This includes only the im- 
ports and exports which passed through Sa- 
vannah harbor, and does not refer to any rail- 
road business. The magnitude of these figures 
can only be appreciated by a comparison with 
the figures for other southern ports. 

AN INTERESTING COMPARISON 

was instituted by Senator Brown, showing the 
total commerce through the harbors of the 
southern ports named to be as follows for the 
year 1854:

It is proper to state that Mobile shipped $11,- 
000,000 of cotton by rail, besides what passed 
through her port. The total commerce for 
these six ports aggregates $58,594,452 against 
$51,630,618 for Savannah alone. In other 
words, the combined commerce through the 
ports of Norfolk, Wilmington, Charleston, Mo- 
bile, Jacksonville and Sabine Pass exceeded 
the commerce through the port of Savannah 
by only $6,963,836. Leave off Norfolk and Sa- 
vanuah’s marine commerce exceeds that of the 
other five ports combined by $7,959,584. 

Senator Brown then proceeded to show 
how this enormous difference in commerce 
par been ignored in the preparation of the 

lil. 

The figures reported by the senate commit- 
tee for these ports were as follows:

making a total of $1,310,000 for ports which 
all together had little more commerce than 
Savannah, while for Savannah only $175,000 
was reported. For the ports of Wilmington , 
Charleston, Jacksonville, Mobile and Sabine 
Pass, whose combimed commerce Savannah ex 
ceeds by $7,959.584, the bill had total appro- 
priations of $1,060,000, or over six times the 
amount appropriated for Savannah, 

With these figures Senator Brown made an 
vnanswerable argument for Savannah, and 
suceceded in having the appropriation raised 
to $200,000, an increase of $75,090 over the 
sum fixed in the bill by the house. The 
progre: 3 of the work at Savannah for the past 
five years has been 

HIGHLY SATISFACTORY. 

The day after Senator Brow. entered the 
cenate in 1880 the river and harbor bill came 
up. In tbat bill $65,000 was appropriated ior 
S.vanneb. Senator Brown made a strong 
appeal for an increase of this sum, ard though 
he bad just taken his seat in the senate, came 
within a few votes of carrying his point. The 
next year $200,000 ws appropriated for Sa- 
vannah, and that amount has been allowed in 
every subsequent river and harbor bill. 

Six years ago the:e was barely ninetozen feet 
of water at the entrance to Savannah harbor, 
The result of the intelligent use of the appro- 
priations made since that time is again of 
more than three feet in depth from the bar 
all the way to the wharves. The effect of this 
improvement on the commerce of the city has 
been very matked, To have the project for 
still farther improvement retarded by an in- 
sufficient appropriation would bea misfortune, 
not only to Savannah, but to the entire state, 
which is directly interested in the prosperity 
of its principal port. PF, H. B. 


DEATH OF COLONEL CORKHILL, 


The Prosecutor of — Dies Suddenly in 
own. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Private dispatches 
received in this city tonight announce the 
death, at Mount Pleasant, Iowa, of Colonel 
George B. Corkhill, ex-district-attorney of 
this district. Colonel Corkhill served in the 
union army through the late war and at the 
close was made district-attorney for one of 
the judicial districts of Iowa. Subsequently 
President Hayes appointed him United States 
district-attorney for the district of Columbia 
which position he held until near the close 
of President Arthur’s term, and since that 
time has been engaged in the practice of law 
in this city. He became widely known as the 
successful prosecutor of the assassin Giuite.u. 
He left here last Thursday for Iowa in good 
health, and the news of his death caused a 
great shock.to his numerous friends in this 
city. He was one of the best known and 
most popular men in the district.

Six 
bullets went through it, Emil Nelson was hit 
in the neck by a spent ball, which inflicted 
slight flesh wound. The marching Norwegi- 
ans started on a double quick, holding the 
stars and stripes proudly aloft. Several bul- 
lets whizzed past them and they were mach 
alarmed,ffearing another riot like the Hay- 
market. There were no police in sight. The 

rocession made rapid march to the park in 
Joffersen. The aflair was reported to the au- 
therities. 
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THE TORIES GAIN. 


RETURNS FROM THE ELECTIONS IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


Justin MoCarthy Defeated by Only Three Votes in a 
Fraudulent Contest—Mr. Goschen Defeated— 
Jobn Bright's Answer to Mr. Giadstone— 

The Riot in Dublin—Other News. 


Lonpor, July 6.—C. L. Lewis, conserva- 
tive, bas been re-elected in Londonderry 
over Justin McCarthy, Parnellite, by a vote 
of 1,846 to 1,724. In the last election the 
same candidates contested the district, when 
Lewis won by a vote of 1,824 against that of 
1,795 obtained by Mr. McCarthy. 

There were three counts. The second made 
the electionatie. Thethird gave Lowis a 
majority of three. Justin McCarthy has given 
notice that he will demand a scrutiny of the 
poll, end if necessary, a re-contest of the 
district. 

A riet followed the first ennouncement of 
the result. The cause of the disturbance was 
the discovery, after the election had been an- 
nounced in faver of Lewis, of a ballot box, 
the contents of which had not been counted, 
A re-ceunt followed, which almost made the 
election a tie, giving it to Lewis by a majority 
of only three. The police intefered and at- 
tacked the loyalists, who had assembled in 
front of the hotel where Lewis was stay ing, 
and were making a demonstration in cele- 
bration of his victory. A large> number of 
persons were injured. There was much ex- 
citement in the city over the affair. 

Right Honorable George T. Goschen, one of 
Mr. Giadstore’s bitterest unionist opponents, 
bas been defeated in the last division of Edin- 
burgh by Wallace, the Gladstonian candidate 
by a majority of 1,339 in a total poll of 5,937, 
In the last election Goschen was elected as a 
liberal by a majority of 2,403 in a total vote of 
6,266, Then Goschen received 4.337 votes. 
This time he polled but 2,249. J. Wilson, 
unionist, bas been defeated in the central 
division of Edinburgh. T. Sutherland. union- 
ist; has been re-elected from Greenock by a 
diminished majority. H. C. Childers, home 
secretary, has been elected by a vote of 3,778 
against 2,191 over Purvis forthe south division 
of Edinburgh. 

Jobn Moiley, chief secretary for Ireland, has 
been re-elected from Newcastle-Upon-Tyne, 
by a vote of 10,681, an increase of 552 in his 
vote. James Craig has been elected as a Glad- 
stonian to succeed Joseph Cowen (who has 
retired from public life) for Newcastle-U pon- 
Tyne by a voteof 10,172, which is 317 less 
than the vote given Cowen in the last elec- 
tion. Sir W.G. Armstrong and Sir Matthew 
White Bidley, conservative candidates, who 
opposed Morley and Craig, received respect- 
ively 9,057 and 9,580. P. J. Foley (Parnellite) 
been elect& for the west division 
of Galway, and J. D. Pyne (Parnellite), 
for the west division of Waterford; J. Stock, 
Panellite, has been elected for the north divi- 
sion of Kerry; J. Jordan, Parnellite, for the 
west division of Clare; James Leahy, Parnell- 
ite, for the southern divison of Kildare; G. O. 
Gray, Parne)lite, for St. Stephens Green divi- 
sion of Dublin. Gray received 5,008 votes 
while his competitor, Sullivan, received only 
2,068. Among the other candidates retunred 
teday tas Captain James McCalment, con- 
servative, for Antrim, John Dillon, Parnellite. 
for the east division of Mayo; E.M. Marum 
(Parneiese) for the north division of Kil- 
kenny. They were all unopposed. D. Sheehy 
( Parneilite), for the south division of Galway; 
Thomas Mayne (Parnellite), for the middle 
division of Tipperary; Cclone! Nolan (Parnel- 
lite), for the north divisioa of Galway, havé 
also been elected. The tory candidate for 
Dudley, Worcestershire, Mr. Brooke Robin- 
son, carried the district by a majority of 
2,0C0. In the last campaign the 
liberals carried the district by a majority 
of 1,168 in a total vote of 11,588. This case 
affords an instanceof the greatest political 
change in soshortatimein any election on 
record in Eneland.

they could find, and in this way smashed the 
club house windows, A bottle struck me in 
the ribs and then a bullet pierced my thigh, 
I fell to the ground. This was just as the po- 
lice stormed the building. I was afterwards 
carried to the hospital,

BURNING OF A THEATER. 


THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC AT DEN- 
VER DESTROYED. 


Pertioulara of the Fire—Losses and Iasurance— 4 
Large Firein Troy, New York—A Drunken 
Man Perishes in the Flames- The De- 
structive Element in Other Places. 


Denver, Col., July 6.—At 1:15 this morn- 
ing fire was discovered in the Academy of 
Music, and before the fire department could 
get to work the flames were leaping through 
the building in half a dozen places, and ius 
few minutes the building was a mass of 
flames. The heat was so great that the fire. 
men were driven away from the front of the 
building. The flames spread so rapidly that 
in less than fifteen minutes after the discovery 
of the fire the wires of the Western Union 
telegraph company were melted and all ser- 
vice was destroyed. The operators managed 
tosave the Wheatstone and other valuable 
instruments, though several relays were 
destroyed. The fire was the quickest ever 
witnessed in Denver. A hundred engines 
could not have saved the building, which 
was @ mass of ruins within an hour after the 
alarm was given. The ground floor was occu- 
pied as business houses, in which several men 
were sleeping, all of whom were rescued except 
Tim Enright, an old roustabout, who worked 
in the saloon of John Kineray. Euright re- 
tired about twelve o'clock, intoxicated and was 
forgotten uniil too late and he perished in the 
flames. The cause of the fire is at present un- 
known. The firemen devoted their attention 
to saving the adjoining property. The Rock 
Mountain News building was damaged $25,000; 
insurance $3,500. Other minor losses, $30,000, 
Loss on the Academy of Music $125,000; ingu- 
rance $50,000.

HOWARD POWERS, THE INJURED 
ENGINEER, BREATHSS HIS LAST. 


Hurt Worse Than They Thought—Particulars of the 
Accident—A Hard Customer— Unionville Heard 
From-—Public SGchoole—Public Gales—

Macon, Ga, July 6.—[Special.]—Homer 
Powers, the injured engineer, died at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Robert Reddy, East Macon, 
last night. 

It was impossible to get full details of the 
accident which resulted in his death, yesterday, 
but your correspondent was able this morning 
to obtain fuller details. 


It appears that Mr. Powers was 
an engineer on the Wadley and 
Louisville branch road. He has a 


sister living in Milledgeville, and it was to see 
her and his sisters here in Macon that he got a 
couple of days off. 

When he got to Carr’s station, he mistook 
the place for Milledgeville, and got off. Find- 
ing out his mistake, he attempted to board 
the train, which wasnowin motion, and he 
Was caught by the wheelsin such a manner 
that he was dragged along for some distance, 
and his left hand and left foot were both ter- 
ribly crushed. 

He was attended to by Captain Miller, con- 
ductor on the Georgia road, who administered 
all the remedics at hand, and brought the un- 
fortunate man to Macon. Arrived here, he 
was carricd to Mr. Reddy’s residence, where 
everything wasdone that could possibly be 


done to save his life. Bat his 
injuries proved to be worse than 
they thought, and _ serious internal 


injuries, with the shock and loss of blood, 
which was great, were too much for him, and 
he breathed his last at § p.m. last night. 

Mr. Powers was a fine speciman of physical 
manhood, and was a manin whom his em- 

loyers placed entire reliance. He had been 
or twenty years in the employ of the Central 
railroad company as an engineer, but was on 
the Wadley branch for some time previous to 
his death. He was considered thoroughly 
competent and reliable. 

He leaves a wife, but they had not lived to- 
gether for some time. 

The funeral occurred today at Rose Hill 
cemetery and was largely attended.

JASPER, Ga.,, July 6.—[Special.]—It has been 
raining for six weeks so constantly that the 
ground has not been dry enough to plow.

A very gratifying statement in Mrs. Boring’s 
report was that by the exchange of property, 
the Woman’s society had become pessessed of 
the “‘Harold institute” in the Indian terri- 
tory. Toall who feel the debt we owe these 
sorely wronged aborigines; to all who know 
the deep interest our great and good 
Bishop Pierce felt in the conversion 
of the Indians, this will be pleasant intelli- 
gence. The venerable Bishop Whittle, of the 
Episcopal church, whose labors among the In- 
dians in Minnesota have been greatly blessed, 
says that “the Irdian is the noblest type of 
heathen.” There are 256,000 Indians still 
scattered in the country which was once all 
theirowu.

ahawk by the implements of peace and hns- 
bandry, This can be mainly accomplished by 
pursuing the policy of missionary effort of 
the present day, to educate their rising gener- 
ation.

DESCRIPTION OF A WONDROUS 
CAVERN NEAR SAN ANTONIO, 


Stalwotites and Stalagmites Abounding Everywhere 
~ Used as a Rendesvous for Robbers ~Harris’s 
Botes Where He was Hid 

After Being Murdered by His Rival. 


San Anronro, Tex., July 3.—Another chap- 
ter in the Robbers’ Oave romance was reail to- 
day. It has been the intention to officially 


» 


explore the cave ever since the discovery of 
portions of a skeleton, which was identified as 
that of Frank Harris. Harris was a young 
man living in the Helotes neighborhood, who 
was band in gloves with the Pitts-Branunon 
gang of outlaws. was in fove with Molissa 
Scott, who subseq ly married Pitis, the 
leader of the gang. There was much existent 
jealousy between Harris and Pitts, and the 
former's suit was disapproved by the Scotts— 
father and son. 


On the 15th of September, 1884, Harris was 
seen in company of the two Scotts and Pitts. 
He was never seenagain. On discovery of his 
bones in the cave, the Scotts, who were 
charged with his murder, sawa chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence riveted to them which, 


it is stated, they will have hard work in break- 
ing. 
While officers have been preparing to ex- 
plore Harris’s tomb, Justice Boerner, of the 
Helotes precinct, has been carrying on a pri- 
vate investigation on his own account. He 
has kept his own counsel, and gone ahead 
steadily with his work. Today he showed up 
at the courthouse looking mysteriously impor- 
tant, and carrylng under his arm a bulky 
package done up in wrapping paper. The of- 
ficeis gathered around him, and, like a ped- 
dler with his pack, he spread out his ghastly 
Wares, 
MISSING LINKS. 

They were bones, and human bones, com- 
prising portions of a badly fractured skull, 
broken ribs, etc., being most of the missing 
links in the dead Harris’s personality. Near 
the skeleton was found a heavy quirt, or rid- 
ing whip, with a lead-weighted handle. It 
may have been the property of the dead man, 
or may have been used in hammering out his 
brains. The ribs were doubtless broken in 
forcing the body down the very narrow chute, 
which, from an unsuspicious hole at the top, 
bends twenty feet downward into a subterra- 
nean cavity, which, in addition to the ghastly 
interest which the Harris death fastens upon 
it, and the fact that it was for years the refuge 
of onefof the most desperate bands of crimi- 
nals Texas has ever known, is a marvel of 
natural beauty. There was no light from 
above, and all the exploration was done by 
torches. Justice Boerner says that he did not 
see it all, does not know how for it extends, 
or what other entrances it may have. He, 
however, went carefully through three cham- 
bers, lost in the beauties overhead and around 
bim, and splashing in.the pools of icy water at 
his feet. Itis one of the grandest formations 
of nature ever discovered by man. The cham- 
bers are connected by chiselled arches, as 
though a legion of workmen had fashioned 
them. ‘The ceilingsare of great height from 
xd ct and the spaces are tremendous in ex- 

ent. 

THE BEAUTIFUL CAVERN. 

“Tn one chamber,” says Judge Boerner, “you 
might stand an army of 10,000 men. ‘The 
most remarkable fact connected with it is its 
utter seclusion. The unpromising exterior 
gives no indication of the marvellous beauty 
hidden within. A holein the wall, it would 
be called, by anyone glancing at it. One ex- 
pansion of the passage is filled with a score or 
more of stalagmites from two to ten or twelve 
feet in height, grouped.in so many monuments 
of the dead, the sides and ceiling are of ex- 
quisite workmanship, a fit setting to the sol- 
emn and beautiful scene within, which leads 
one to speak in low tones and tread softly as 
if on sacred ground. Uponthe walls is sus- 
pended some drapery in stone that would be 
the admiration and despair of a sculptor. 
Double and trible folds of stalactite, a quarter 
of an inch in thickness and a yard wide, hang 
thirty feet, with no support except from above. 
Beyond this is perhaps the most beautiful 
grotto of all. Ceiling, walls, and even floor, 
are covered with a fretwork of dazzling bright- 
ness, Which reminds one of the finest wor.. of 
the silversmith or the window-work of the 
frost-king at its best. Here and there ceiling 
and floor are united by columns as clear and 
transparent as crystal. A candle placed as far 
within one of these groups as the arm could 
reach illuminated a wonderful fairy bower. 
Shining through all the rich drapery of stone 
there are tubular pillars of immense height 
and thickness. They are perfectly transpa- 
rent—others are a cloudy white, and, under 
the shifting torches, lighted up with a thous- 
and fires. 

STALAGMITES AND STALACTITES. 

In this vicinity also appear quantities of 
limestone, coral formation, great sheet forma- 
tions, standing like leaves of a beok partly 
open, upright. Many stalagmites, stalactites, 
pillars, pedestals and pinnacles of all lengths 
and thickness, and becoming more transparent 
the deeper you get down. Here, also, are seen 
on several sides arrays of tabular stalactite and 
stalagmite formations, resembling an immense 
church organ. I found at the distance of 
many yards the pinnacles, pedestals, columns, 
stalagmiter, stalactites, more numerous and 
very brilliant as our lights were thrown upon 
them. In this vicinity the scene was beyond 
desciiption, as stalagmites of the most delicate 
and transparent texture were in great abund- 
ance, and of every conceivable shape. Even 
delicate tubes, the thickness of lead pencils, 
and three and four feet in length, when broken 
off were full of alkaline water, and cutting off 
pieces of stalagmites with a hatchet the sparks 
would fairly fly, and on which every tuneand 
sound could be heard. Many of the larger 
spaces there seen by me would reach from sixty 
to eighty tget in height and as much across. 
The caye of Luray, in Virginia, or the 
Mammoth Gaye, in Kentucky,, are not a cir- 
cumstance i auty compared to the Helotes 
cave,” 

OTHER CAVERNS. 

There are also large caverns in the vicinity 
whose range and depth are unknown. There 
is no doubt that they were long used by mem- 
bers of the desperado’s scattered band. They 
will all be explored, but there is enough mate- 
rial in “Robbers’ cave” proper to keep officers 
busy for some time to come. If there are other 
victims of the pistol and knife, as there seems 
no reasou to doubt, lying in its cavernous re- 
cesses they will be brought to daylight. Tne 
interest of this whole section now centers in 
“Robbers’ cave,” and the developments which 
may arise from a careful survey of its myste- 
ries. Thorough and careful search will be 
made. Judge Boerner states that he was de- 
terred from further examination partly froma 
lack of facilities and partly from a nervous 
dread which he could not ~ fem off, caused by 
the knowledge that he was walking among 
the haunts of dead men of crime, and of whose 
desperate tempers he had evidence in the whi- 
tened bones before him.

General Jobn B. Gordon is this morning 
the democratic nominee for governor of 
Georgia. 

The convention will be composed of 350 
delegates. It requires 176 to make a major- 
ity. General Gordon has this morning 195 

voi Hit fortunately happens that there is 
oubt about a single vote. In every 
nty the issue has been made fairly and 
qmarely -between the candidates—and in 
gvery single case the Gordon delegates are 
_/eected and instructed as such. General 
Gordon is therefore as much the nominee of 
the democratic party as he will be on the 
28th of July when the votes are recorded. 

This being the case, we are unable to see 
what is to be gained, from a democratic 
standpoint, by further opposition to him. 
‘The result could not be changed as far as the 
nomination is concerned if every county yet 
to act should go against him. The only 
possible effect of further democratic opposi- 
tion will be to intensify the feeling naturally 
existing between the two wings of the party, 
and to invite the evemies of the party to 
‘profit by it. If Genera] Gordon lacked even 
two votes of a clear instructed majority, the 
friends of Major Bacon might, in sincere 
loyalty, accept that desperate chance and 
fight on for their favorite. Bat with the 
majority line actually passed and themomi- 
mation as much a matter of fact as if it were 
already recorded, we confess we can see bo 
motive higher than personal animosity or 
passion for continuing the contest further. 

It must be remembered that no charge of 
fraud can rest against the manner of obtain- 
ipg this nomination. The contest has been 

the fairest within our memory. Simply be- 
| cause it has been the most general and the 
most open. The primary, with the 
| democratic ballot. box in 
every militia district, bas been the rule of 
the campaign, and the mass meeting with its 


- - ext and dried programme has been*the ex- 


| geption. The democratic vote has been large 
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out and the majorities have been overwhelm- 
ing. Largely over two-thirds of the coun- 
ties that have acted have declared for Gor- 
don by majorities that are without parallel. 
In only one county—Coweta—has there been 
even the suggestion of a contest, and in that 
county Gordon has an undisputed popular 
majority of 95 votes, the contest hinging ona 
purely technical point. 

Therecan be no charge that snap judg- 
ment bas been taken on the people. Gener- 
al Gordon’s compeiitor has been in the field 
for two years, and had previously made two 
races. . He has, therefore, had a fair and full 
hearing. The press was overwhelmingly on 
his side, and against General Gordon. The 
public has, therefore, been fully advised as 
to the objections to General Gordon, and the 
importance of electing Major Bacon. The 
fight has been fairly fought, on an open field, 
after the best democratic methods, close4o 
the heart of the people and fairly and bril- 
liantly won. 

We submit these considerations to the dem- 
ocrats of Georgia with confidence. General 
John B. Gordon is this morning the fairly 
declared nominee of the democratic party, 
and assuch is entitled to all that that implies 
frem good and patriotic democrats. 


A Gratifying Victory. 

The outcome of the present campaign is 
gratifying in more than one respect. It is 
peculiarly gratifying, of course, so far as its 
main result is concerned. Another fact, not 
less gratifying, and one on which the party 
isto be congratulated, is the overwhelming 
interest which the democratic voters of the 
state have manifested in the contest. With 
a few notable exceptions, the democrats of 
the counties, the masses of the party, have 
made their voices heard, and the result is 
that an oyerwhelming majority of the party 
has taken part in the selection of delegates 
to the convention. Where there were prim- 
ary elections almost the entire strength of 
the party has been polled, and where there 
were mass meetings the strong interest felt 
in the election brought the democrats out. 

The contest has been one in which the 
will of the people—the democratic voters— 
has had free and unmistakable expression, 
and the victory of General Gordon is, under 
all the circumstances, the most notable ever 
won by a Georgian. The people believe 
him to be in every way worthy of the re- 
markable tribute which they have paid to 
his character and his statesmanship. He 
won distixction in the field and in the sen- 
ate, end itis ro less a distinction that he 
has won the confidence and affection of the 
democratic people of Georgia. All the slan- 
ders that have been circulated against him, 
all the charges that have been uttered, have 
been rebuked by this overwhelming verdict 
of his fellow-cii‘zens. — 


Senator Brown and Savannah. 

It will be ceen by reference to our Wash- 
ington letter that Hon. Joseph E. Brown has 
done some effective work for the Savannah 
harbor, in the senate. We have personal 
knowledge of the fact that Senator Brown 
has been engaged in laborious work to in- 
crease the appropriation for Savannah for 
more than a week past. He was successful 
in getting fifty thousand dollars added by 
the senate committee to the house bill giving 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, and when the clause was considered by 
the senate last Saturday he succeeded in add- 
ing twenty-five thousand dollars more, mak- 
ing the total two hundred thousand dollars— 
and he did this without the assistance of his 
colleague, who was called away on business, 
and was prevented from being present by a 
previous engagement, when the clause came 
up for consideration. Senator Brown has 


‘massed a volume of statistics in regard to 


the business of our Georgia port that will be 
interesting reading, not only to the people of 
Georgia, but to the commercial people of the 
United States. He makes the fact apparent 
that congress has been contributing tosouth 
Atlantic ports the aggregate sum of over one 
million dollars, when these ports do not do a 
commercial business all put together equal 
to Savannah’s business. 

It is such practical statesmanship as this 
that makes Senator Brown popular with the 
people, and while he may not have the good 
fortune to be popular with the leaders in Sa- 
vannah, the fact appears from the record that 
he has been able to do more for the improve- 
ment of the port of Savannah since he has 
been in the senate than has been done in 
twenty-five years preceding his term, not- 
withstanding the fact that during six years 
of that time Savanrah was the home of one 
of the senators from Georgia. 

When Senator Brown was first elected, and 
on his first appearance, which, by the way, 
was the day after he was sworn in, his first 
official act was to urge the increase of the 
appropriation made to improve the Savannah 
harbor, which was then sixty-five thousand 
dollars. He succeeded in increasing this ap- 
propriation, and finally got it to two hun- 
dred thourand dollars, and has continued to 
so increase it each year. It was accomplish- 
ed by hard work, and Senator Brown is en- 
titled to the thanks of the people of Georgia 
for his eneigy and vigilance in this matter. 


Paul Hamilton Hayne. 

The statement that Paul Hamilton Hayne, 
the well known poet, is lying at his home 
in Columbia county prostrated by a malady 
for which human skill bas no remedy, will 
carly griefto many aheartin this broad 
land. It is reported that he is suffering from 
paralysis, the result of a blood-clot in the 
biain. 

As a poet, Mr. Hayne has made his mark 
in American Jitera.ure, and his death will 
be a distinct loss to the world of letters. He 
begun to write at an early age, and was suc- 
cessi{ul from the first. His first volume—at 
any rate, the one which first brought him 
prominently to the notice of the public—was 
published by the Boston firm of Ticknor & 
Fields. It was received with appreciation 
by the critics of this country and in Great 
Britain. 

The subsequent work of Mr. Hayne has 
more than fulfilled the promise of his first 
efforts. He bas made for himeelf a place in 
the ranks of those who have won fame ina 
depe:iment of letters the art of which is 
commanded only by the loftiest intellects, 
Mr. Hayne was a hard worker. He possess- 
ed that fiery energy which, if not the com- 
plement of genius, produces the results of 
genius itself. Stripped of his property by 
the results of the war, he came to Georgia, 
established himself in a delightfal little 
home, and became a bread-winner, depend- 


ing on his pen for his support, The leading 
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magazines and all the literary papers were 
open to him, and he took advantage of that 
fact. 

Though he wrote for his bread, so to 
speak, he bas never written anything un- 
worthy of his pen. The pressure of circum- 
stance, however galling it might be, never 
led him in the direction of haste or careless- 
ness. He was always true tohis art. He 
wrote, as it seemed, under aspell, He peo- 
pled the pine-barrens with the creatures of 
his fancy, and his imagination made all the 
region lovely. 

Mr. Hayne made many experiments in 
verse, all of them worthy of study—all of 
them glowing with his peculiar touch—but 
he is at his best in those delightful lyrics 
that deal with some phase of southern life 
orcentiment. The whispering pines, the 
singing birds, the blue skies, the shifting 
clouds, all bad messages for him, and they 
were such messages as could orly be inter- 
preted by one to the manner-born ; and Mr, 
Hayne’s interpretations will live. 

His Jite and character have been as beau- 
tiful as his art. Though the social instinct 
was strong in him, he was happiest in his 
home, in the companionship of his wife and 
son. His fame belongs to the whole coun- 
try, and the whole country will mourn his 
death. 


Cruelty to Convicts. 

When the National prison reform congress 
holds its annual session here in the fall it 
will doubtless consider the methods of pun- 
ishment now practiced in Sing Sing, the 
model New York penitentiary. 

According to the newspapers, Sing Sing 
has not improved much of late. The law of 
1683 did away with the paddle, the shower 
bath and crucifixion, but other brutal meth- 
ods were left untouched. Two favorite pun- 
ishments are now resorted to, the dark cell 
and hanging wp by the waist. Itis charged 
that ignorant and cruel keepers take a de- 
light in punishing prisoners who ranked as 
gentlemen until temptations in the shape of 
speculations led them into crime. Many of 
these prisoners, through age or physical 
weakness, are unable to do hard work, 
When they lag in their work their taskmas- 
ters have them strung up by the waists 
until their toes barely touch the floor, A 
former New York banker was treated this 
way, and an attack of brain fever resulted, 
from which he narrowly escaped with his 
life. 

There is no doubt that convicts are much 
more humanely treated now than they were 
a generation ago, but the prison reformers 
have still plenty of work on their hands. 
When we confine men at hard labor as a 
punishment for their crimes, we have gone 
about as far as we are justificd in going. We 
have no right to torture them, no right to 
inflict cruel and unusual punishments, It 
should be borne in mind also that one ob- 
ject of a penitentiary system is to reform the 
prisoners. Itis very bad policy, as well as 
morally wrong, to neglect all reforming in- 
fluences and goad these unfortunates into 
madness. Thousands of short term convicts 
are released every year. It isto our inter- 
est torestore them to seciety as men, and 
notturn them loose as wild beasts. We 
would not deal with our criminal classes in 
any mistaken spirit of sentimentality, but 
it should not be forgotten that kindness has 
its place in prisons as well as in palaces. It 
is one of the mightiest factors of reform, and 
we cannot afford to ignore it in our dealings 
with exen the worst of : mankind. 


Firing On the Old Flag. 

Our dispatches report a disgraceful out- 
rage in Chicago. During the celebration of 
independence day a crowd of anarchists fired 
upon the American flag, which was being 
carried through the streets by a procession 
of Norwegians. 

The significance of this little incident 
should not be misunderstood. The anat- 
chists did not aim at the flag because it was 
American or becarse it represented the re- 
public. In their eyes it was the emblem of 
a government, and that was enough to pro- 
voke their anger. They hate the flag of any 
country that happens to be their dwelling 
place, and they hate it for the same reason 
they dislike a policeman’s baton. It reminds 
them that thereis such a thing as law. 

It is to be hoped that the city styled by 
Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland ‘‘The Venice 
of America’’ will not submit to such lawless 
violence. The men who hate the old flag 
these outlaws do are public enemies, 
and shorld be treated as such. It must be 
admitted, however, that the Norwegians 
proved themselves fully equal to the emer- 
gency. ‘They increased the'r pace to a dou- 
ble quick, and scon distanced their persecu- 
tors. Asa temporary expedient in the hour 
of danger, the double quick movement can- 
not be too highly commended, but it is now 

high time to force the anarchists to give this 
excellent maneuver a trial. 


A Notable Address. 

The address of Mr. Hoke Smith before 
the Girl’s High school is well worth reading. 

The distinguished speaker’s estimation of 
education, and his views regarding the edu- 
cational facilities of our city, will be heartily 
indorsed by our people. We must have no 
intellectual starvation here. We must not 
only keep our schools up to a high standard, 
but we must have a sufficient number of 
echools. 

Mr, Smith’s tribute to the lady teachers 
showed a thoughtiul appreciation of the sit- 
uation. He presented a just and practical 
solution of a great problem when he said: 
“‘There should be discrimination between 
man and woman, but the discrimination 
sbould give to woman all the places she can 
fill.’’ 

But our readers must pernse this chaste, 
beautiful and practical address in order to 
take in all ite good points. They will agree 
with us that it cannot be too highly com- 
mended. i

The British Elections. 


Reader, Atlanta, Ga.: How do the elections 
now going on in Great Britain compare with those 
of last year? 

In the British elections of Jast year the liberals 
elected 25 members inthe London boroughs and 
the conservatives 36. In the English boroughs 
outside of London the liberals elected 84 members, 
the conservatives 78, and the Parnellites1. In the 
Welsh boroughs the liberals elected 9 members 
and the conservatives 2, and in the Scotch boroughs 
the liberals elected 30 members aud the conserva- 
tives 1. Ofthe 284 borough seats in the united 
‘kingdon, the liberals controlled 148, the 
conservatives 172, the independents 2, and the 
Parnellites 12. in the counties the liberals had 
184 scats, the conservatives 119, the Parnellites 74, 
Of the 9 university seats, the liberals had 1 and the 
conservatives 8. The liberal strength in pariia- 
ment wes 335, the conservatives 249, the home rule 
86. In the present contest every unionist seat is a 
loss to Gladstone. He can afford to lose sixty seats 
and still have a majority of twenty-six. The re- 
turns published do not affora opportunity for satis- 
factory analysis; but unless the counties and 
boroughs yet to hear from do better than those re- 
ported, Mr. Gladstone will not be masterof the 
situation. Scotland and Ireland will be nearly 
solid for the liberals on the home rule question, 
and Mr. Gladstone is supposed to be strong in the 
English counties.

Gordon Yesterday. 


THE MAJORITY LINE PASSED 


Bacon Gets Only Two Counties 
as Yet Heard From. 


16 INSTRUCT FOR GORDON. 


Doubtful Counties Fall Into 
the Gordon Column. 


THE RESULT OF THE VOTE. 


The result of yesterday’s elections settles 
the pending gubernatorial contest. 

Twenty-one counties with fifty-four votes 
acted as follows: 

Jackson 4, Hart 2, Laurens 2, Randolph 2, Chat- 
tahoochee 2, Gilmer 2, Wilkinson 2, Oglethorpe 4, 
Fannin 2, Gwinnett 4, Madison 2, Eariy 2, Rabun 2, 
Habersham 2, Dawson 2, Franklin 2, Towns 2, 
Henry 2, Jefferson 4, DeKalb 4, and Decatur 4. 

Of these General Gordon carries Jackson, 
Hart, Randolph, Oglethorpe, Gwinnett, Madi- 
son, Early, Rabun, Habersham, Dawson, 
Towns, Gilmer, Henry, Jefferson, DeKalb and 
Decatur, making a total of 44 votes. Mr. Ba- 
con carried Wilkinson and Chattahoochee— 
four votes. 2 

The counties of Laurens, Fannin and 
Franklin are yet to hear from, but it is rea- 
sonable to presume that General Gordon will 
get a majority of them. 

The counties of Tatnall and Heard had 
acted previously, but were not heard from 
until yesterday, and both instructed for Gor- 
don. This increased his vote on the counties 
that acted previous to yesterday to 154. The 
result of yesterday’s elections swells his vote 
to 198 and puts that of Mr. Bacon to 72,5 
increase of only 4 votes as far as heard from. 

RECEIVING THE NEWS. 

The news of the day was received yes- 
terday at the Gordon headquarters with the 
greatest enthusiasm.

WHATA MAN ‘WHO MENDS TEL.E- 
GRAPH WIRES CONTENDS WITH. 
| onetineenttieteimatienieme nel 
How They are Kept on the Go all the Time and the 
Dangersto Which They are Constantly Ex. 
posed— How a Broken Wire is Mended— . 
How the Lineman Travels, 


“Well, that's about the worst trip I ever 
had, Mr. Stephens,” said Smith Bryce, the 
Western Union lineman, yesterday afternoon, 
as he threw his kit of tools upon the floor. 

“How’s that Smith?” asked Mr. Stephens, 
the Western Union manager. 


“Oh, the lightning was bad. It was terri- 
ble. It beat anything I ever saw. It knocked 
my plyers out of my hands, and one time 
threw them fifty feet. It knocked me down 
twice, and made me dance a three-minute jig. 
I have been in a heap of storms, but tha ——,’” 

“What’s he talking about, Jim?” asked a 
CONSTITUTION reporter, just as the lineman 
was warming tp with his story.

“He’s speaking of the trouble he encounter- 
ed in fixing a broken wire justthis side of 
Macon this morning,” answered Mr. Stephens,

“What did the lightning have to do with 
it?” asked Smith, as he opened his eyes wide. 

“Yes; what did the lightning haveto do 
with it ?” 

“Lots. It knocked me down, twisted me 
up and scorched me. It took my tools away 
from me and laughed at me when I made the 
eecond attempt to join the ends of the wire. I 
tell you I have been in many storms. I have 
spliced wires in the dark, with lightning run- 
ning by so rapidly that I could not 
have seen the wires but for the bright 
current on them. I have been thrown 
from the top of a high pole, and I have been 
made hold my hands wide open by the current 
on the wire, despite my effort to shut them, 
but I never had such an experience as I had 
this morning just ‘before day, four miles this 
side of Macon. The lightning played along 
the wires in streams and flashes; it rolled in 
balls, it jumped in lumps, it cut all kinds of 
funny tricks, and it resisted nearly every 
attempt I made to splice the broken places.” 

“You see,’ said Mr. Stephens, interrupting 
the lineman, ‘‘that the Macon wire was broken 
yesterday, and Smith went down the road to 
fix it, and when he reached the broken wire 
he was in a thunder storm and had some trou- 
ble fixing it.” 

‘He didn’t try to fix it while it was light- 
ning?” 

“Oh. ves they don’t mind a little lightning. 
It knocks them silly sometimes and oncein a 
while killsa man. Buta lineman gets usea to 
that sort o’ thing and finally plays with lightn- 
ing as the bird with a snake that is charming

_ “Then a lineman’s life must be interest- 
ing.” 

“It is. Nowthere’s Smith, He has been 
here during twenty years and during ‘that 
time has had more electricity pass through 
him than would be necessary to tear Atlanta 
intosplinters. Since he has been here two 
linemen have been seriously hurt and two 
have been killed.” 

“Killed?” 

“Yes, killed. About four years ago we had 
one killed up the Air-Line road about twenty 
miles. You see the wire was in two and after 
we had located the trouble the line- 
man took a helper and wentup. They found 
the broken wire and began splicing it, but 
while they were at work, lightning struck the 
wire and killed the lineman and knocked his 
helper senseless. Why, the poor fellow was 
as black as could be. Then since then Smith 
went out on the State road with another line- 
man, and while they were at work lightning 
hit the wire and killed the lineman, and Smith 
came home badly used up. Why, just where 
the men were working that time it was as clear 
as crystal. There was not a cloud to be seen, 
and the lightning which killed the man was 
twenty miles away.” 

“Twenty miles away!” 

“Yes, twenty miles away. The men were 
working near Big Shanty, and way up above 
Cartersville a big storm was raging. The 
lightning struck the line and followed it for 
twenty miles, when it came to the end of the 
wire, which the lineman was holding in his 
hand, and killed him ” 

“Yes,” said Smith, “I had hold of the wire, 
too. He had it at the end, and the shock: 
passed over the wire through my hands before 
it reached him. Why, the instant I felt it my 
bands sprung wide open, and before I could 
look around the poor fellow was on the ground 
— and I was whirling around like a whirl- 
wind.” 

‘‘Then a lineman’s life is in danger?” 

“Constantly. He is always at work and al- 
ways ready togo,. You see we measure the 
telegraph wires by,ohmes—not inches, feet or 
miles. For ins the wire from here to 
any point isso many ohmes. Now if we have 
any trouble in securing connection, say with 
Chattanooga or Macon, an operator goes to the 
instrument and tries the ‘“‘pressure.” If it 
shows half the number of ohmesthe wire is 
entitled to we know the wire is down, broken 
or out ef order half way to Chattanooga. The 
lineman is called up and told where the trou- 


ble is. Hetakesadozen glass insulators, a 
coil of one huudred feet of wire, 
a saw, hatchet and other tools 
and boards the first train. Maybe

ays’ trip and is tired and hungry. This 
makes no difference. The wire must be fixed 
and, without seeing his family he jumps oa 
the first train and goes. As ho nears the place 
where the troubleis located he pulls the bell 
cord, the train stops and he jumpsoff. It may 
be at the dead hour of night, or it may be at 
noon. It may be clear or it may be raining 
bard. It may be warm or it may becold. It

until the next train comes along, He don’t 
care Which way thattrain is going. He wants 
to get oat of the woods and without ceremony 
flags the train down and gets on.”

“Ob, no. You see we have a contract with 
all the railroads which allows ustnis right and 
it is the secret of the W. U.’s success,” 

“Do the line men pay their fare?” 

“No, they have annuals. Now, there’s 
Smith—the only colored nian in the south who 
has annuals over all the roads in Georgia— 
with a pocket full of annuals. You see a 
lineman is going nearly all the time. - When 
he isn’t ont mending a wire he 
is hunting broken insulators or something- 
He will get on atrain in the morning and 
raise the window and watch every pole be- 
tween here and Macon. He will count the 
broken insulators between the stations and 
when he gets back he will send enongh to 
Fast Point to work the line to Hampton, 
encugh to Hampton to work to Griffia and so 
on. Then he will put as many in a bag as are 
necded from here to East Point and walk 
cown the ioad and fixthem. When he gets to 
East Point be will get his supply that he has 
shipped to that place and walk on to Hamp- 
ton, and then to ——” 

‘He don’t walk all the way to Macon?” 

“Oh, yes.”’ 

“What?’ 

“Ob, yes. I guess Smith has walked to Ma- 
con a hundred times, It ain’t hard, he takes 
his time and makes the tripin four or five 
days. But he don’t walk now. We have a 
three-wheeled velocipede. Two wheels go on 
one track and one on theother. We just got 
the machine and hereafter Smith will ride. 
He can rush eighteen or twenty miles an 
hour. It’sa dandy to godown hill but hard to 
getup hill. But talking about a lineman’s 
trouble, his worst trouble is triming trees along 
theline. Why,do you knew when he starts 
to cut limbs off trees that are bothering the 
wires, that people dog him off the place and

EVENTS THAT CENTSERED ABOUT 
POLICE MEADQUARTERS. 


A Deed Baby is Found Near the Pine Street Culvert— 
W hat the Officers Think of It—-A Negro Woman 
Throws a Two-Year-Olé Baby 20 Feat— 
Said Be was Hit with « Bottle. 


A case of infanticide is being thoroughly 
and carefully investigated by the detectives 
connected with the police department. 

The case developed first yesterday. 

Early in the morning the city hands who 
were at work on the culvert near the Pine 
street bridge observed a bundlenear the mouth 
of the culvert, out of which a small atream of 
muddy water was sluggishly pouring, The 
men, however, paid no attention te the bundle 
at firet, because they had no. ococasion to 
do so, but later in the day, when they 
had werked up to the mouth of the culvert 
and the bundle was in their way,one of the 
men pushed itaside with hisshovel. As the 
bundie began to meve in front of the shovel 
the cloth unrolled and expesed to view a 
child. The discovery caused a cessation in 
the work and the foreman, who was some dis- 
tance off, was sent for, aud when he arrived 
the body wasexamined. Itprovedto be the 
remains of a white child, and from appear- 
ances had been dead probably forty-eight 
hours. The foreman instructed . the 
men to move the body to one side and go 
ahead with their work, A messenger was 
then sent to police headquarters, and Mounted 
Officer Thompson went out to the culvert and 
had the body removed to police headquarters, 
where Dr. Boring, the county physician, gave 
it an examination, which induced him to be- 
lieve that the child had been killed and 
thrown away after death. Detectives were 
detailed to mvestigate the matier immedi- 
ately after the child was found, and from 
what they have ascertained it is be- 
lieved that the body was thrown into the 
sewer, which opens at the bridge, several 
blocks off, and that it had just washed out of 
the mouth when discovered. The detectives 
have been unable to secure any clue as to the 
murderers of the child, but every vestige of 
clothing found with the body has been pre- 
served, and the matter will be given a careful 
and thorough study, 


She Threw the Child Oat. 

Mary Greer, a colored woman, who lives on 
Lynch’s alley just off Marietta street, came 
within anace of @illing Adelaide Randall’s 
child lastnight. Adelaide Randall lives in the 
alley and next door to MaryGreer. For some 
time past there has been bad feeling between 
the women butthe origin of their disagree- 
ment is not yetknown. Latelast nizht Ma 
Greer left her house an 
walked into Adalaide Randall’s house,deliber- 
ately picked up her child and, returning to the 
door, threw it out. The mother of tha 
child was so surprised at the invasion that she 
sat still until her visitor grabbed the child by 
itsarms, Then she sprang to her feet, but he- 
fore she could interfere her child was sailing 
through the air towards the ground. The 
mother darted out the house and in the dark 
found her child on the ground. She picked it 


upon the bed. Then she turned upon 
the woman, who was just ontside the 
door, and a desperate fight ensned. As the 
women fought they yeiled and screamed and 
awoke everybody in the neighborhood. 
Among others whom they awcke were Patrol- 
men Stroud and Meehaa who were in that part 
of the city. Wién the patrolmes reached the 
women‘they were still fighting, but were al- 


_2%0st exhausted. They were arrested and con- 


ducted to police headquarters, where they 
were booked for disorderly conduct and quar- 
relling. The child was considerably hurt, 
but in no way seriously, by its 
harsh treatment. Persons who were present 
and saw the origin of the fight said that the 
child was thrown fully twenty feet, The 
child was two years old. 


Charged with Stealing a Watch. 

On the 19th of June a fine valuable gold 
watch was stolen from Mr. Leon T. Sawtell, 
the Whitehall street butcher. Mr. Sawitell 
valued the watch very much, and afier mak- 
ing several ineffectual attempts te recover it, 
reported the matter at police headquarters. 
An accurate description of the watch was 
recorded, and Detectives Bedford and Steer- 
man took the matterin hand, At first they 
were unable to ascertain anything definitely, 
but after a week’s work began to suspeet a 
negro man who was working for Mr. S:wtell. 
The negro was known as Albert Jarrell, and 

oon after the detectives began to suspect him 
ie became aware of it and gotout of their 
way. The detectives, however, kept a close 
watch upon Jarrett’s old haunts, and early yes- 
terday morning succeeded in finding and arrest- 
ing him. Jarrett denied all knowledge of the 
ofiense, and tried hard to convinces the arrest- 
ing officer of his innocence, but was unable to 
do so, and is now occupyine a seat in cell No. 
3. He is booked for larceny, and will havea 
preliminary trial today.

Bettie Poss, the white woman who was ar- 
rested about two o’clock yesterday morning on 
Whitehall street in company with Lee Pea- 
cock, was arraigned in police court yesterday 
morning. She entered a plea of not guilty to 
the charge of drunk on the stieete, but the 
evidence against the woman was cenclusive, 
and Judge Anderson presented her with 
fifteen days on the streets. The woman has 
been fined repeatedly, sent to the stockade 
often and confined in jail three or four times 
on account of drunkenness, but none of the 
punishment had any effect on her, and Judge 
Anderson decided totry a new remedy yes- 
terday.
